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From  January  1 ,  1 994  through  December  31,1 994  the  Department 
of  Analytical  Chemistry  analyzed  213  fertilizer  samples  to  determine  that 
the  label  guarantee  on  the  product  is  in  compliance  with  State  of 
Connecticut  Regulations.  Included  were  samples  for  both  commercial  and 
household  application.  Determinations  were  for  the  macronutrients 
nitrogen,  phosphorus  (as  P2O5),  and  potassium  (as  K2O),  and,  in  some 
cases,  for  selected  micronutrients. 

Forty-three  different  manufacturers'  products  were  represented  in 
the  inspection.  Of  the  213  samples  fifty-four  samples  (25.3%)  were  found 
to  be  deficient  in  one  or  more  of  the  analyzed  parameters.  A  sample  is 
considered  unsatisfactory  if  the  value  for  a  parameter  is  below  the 
guaranteed  value  by  more  than  the  permissible  percentage  established  by 
the  Association  of  American  Plant  Food  Control  Officials.  In  particular, 
fourteen  samples  (6.5%)  were  deficient  in  nitrogen,  thirteen  (6.1%)  were 
deficient  in  phosphorus,  and  twenty-seven  (12.7%)  were  deficient  in 
potassium.  A  deficiency  in  one  of  the  macronutrients  is  indicated  by  a 
minus  (-)  sign  next  to  the  "Found%"  value  in  Table  1 . 

The  samples  were  collected  by  Alton  VanDyke  and  John  Schneider 
of  the  Connecticut  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  analyses  were 
performed  by  Craig  Musante  and  Mamie  Pyles  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.  David  Stilwell.
